It does mean modernized traffic codesfi “fixless” tic kets, a high calibre 
of motor patrolman in many instances, and judges and prosecutors who 
do their duty without fear or favor. It means a type of law enforcement 
whose principal purpose is not punishment, but accident prevention. 
Often some sound advice will do more to curb a reckless or thoughtless 
driver, than a fine. 

Better driver education requires the scientific approach. Drivers must 
be appealed to on every possible eccasion, by the written and spoken word. 
Mesages must be made sicple, vivid and memorable... The great majority 
of drivers involved in accidents can be made into safe car operators.

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State Board Sets 
Valuation On Utilities 


A vaiuation of $990,403,660 was 
placed on public utilities property 
throughout California in a report 
submitted to the State Board of 
Equalization today by A. G. Mott, 
director of the Board’s valuation 
division. 

While 
property 
crease over 


the value of tangible 
represents a slight in- 
the total asséssment 
roll of the previous year, the roll 
to be submitted to counties for 
assesment purposes give a reduct- 
ion inasmuch as $11,668,530, rep- 
resenting the value of the rolling 
stock of private car companies 
and previously included in the lo- 
cal rolls, now is subject to state 
taxes only under the private car 
Tax Act of 1937. 

As a result of this change, it 
was explained, the value of tangi- 
ble public utility property sub- 
ject to local’ taxation was placed 
at $939,104,700 as compared with 
$948 651,280 for 1937. The intan- 
gbile property was listed at $39,- 
630,480 as compared with $55,- 
094,920 the previous year. 

In Santa Clara County the 1937 
utility values included intangible 
property, $9,860; tangible proper 
ty, $17,251,620, as compared with 
1938, intangible property,$16,010; 
tangible property, $16,528,230. 

In presenting the report to the 
Board, Mott said: 

“Although there have been var- 
ious transfers and consolidations 
they have not resulted in any out- 
standing change in the quantity 
of property assessed. The year 
has been marked, however, by 
two important changes of another 
nature: 

1. The somewhat drastic re- 
duction in values that are found 
to obtain in the trunk line rail- 
roads ad_ telegraph 
due to the effect of the present 
business recession and in part to 
other causes. 

2. The development of a very 
large oil field in the Wilmington 
district in whch the Los Angeles 
and Salt Lake Railroad Company 
has a very large holding. This 
This development has resultedin 
an increase in assessed value of 
property in thata rea by the Board 
of nearly $10,000,000. 

“The major portion of the in- 
crease found in gas, electric and 
telephone companies is due to 
new construction. 

“As a net result of all of these 
changes, the total value of tangi- 
ble property assessed by the 
Board has has increased $2,121,- 
950. ; 

“In keeping with the new law 
providing for state 
“private cars’, the Board set a 
tax rate of $3.60 per $100 valua-
